DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The Amendment, filed on 4/21/03, has been entered and acknowledged by the Examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2 . Claims 1 - 1 0 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to show or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1, and specifically comprising the 
combination of limitations including a mask with a support blade structure formed of a material 
with a first coefficient of thermal expansion, an insert member formed of a material with a 
second coefficient of thermal expansion, wherein the insert member has a plurality of apertures 
positioned along its length. Nor does that prior art exemplify that the frame should further 
comprise at least one fastening portion connecting the insert member to the support blade 
structure at a generally central location of the insert member as well as fastening portions 
connecting the insert member to the support structure through the apertures whereby the opening 
of the apertures are dimensioned to have a respective clearance for loosely receiving a respective 
fastening portion. 

Regarding claims 2-8, claims 2-8 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 because 
of their dependency status from claim 1 .

Regarding claim 9, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to show or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1, and specifically comprising the 
combination of limitations including a support blade structure having an insert member 
connected to the support blade structure at a generally central location of the insert member, the 
insert member further comprising a plurality of apertures extending from the central location 
along its length and fastening portions extending through at least one of the apertures to connect 
the insert member to the support blade structure wherein the apertures are dimensioned to be 
larger than the fastening portions to permit movement of the support structure relative to the 
insert member along the length of the insert member. 

Regarding claim 10, claim 10 is allowable for the reasons given in claim 9 because of its 
dependency status from claim 9.
